In Us 
vestry 
thousands of couples have been 


joined in wedlock. 


The late L)r. George Clarke Houghton, for twenty- 


five years its rector, was perhaps Ih*. most famous 
n£ all "marrying parsons". 
More than 7,500 couples 


were married by Dr. Houghton in the qdarter of a 
century which he served. 
But that was not the most 


significant phase of his pastorate as revealed In a. 
paper included in the church history recently appear- 
ing in the Kansas City Star. 


- 
Dr. Houghton refused to officiate in ceremonies 


which would have united 20.000 more couples. 
His 


reasons for turning these couples away are illuminat- 


ing. because they furnish Indisputable evidence of tho, 
attitude toward the sacred institution of. marriage,. 


His views have been summarized in one para- 


gr«*ph: 


"Social conditions and relations, the un- 


toward amusements and the rapidly growing 
freedom of the day, here and abroad, have 
had much influence in bringing about a cas- 
ual attitude toward marriage. 
It is the jest 


untilized by the maker of puns, the builder of 


'• jokes, the cartoonist and the comic artist. It 
; Is far more apt to provide material lor a 


. comedy at the theatre than a tragedy. 
And 


yet, because 
young peoplo 
are no longer 


taught to consider marriage seriously, it be- 


- comes In real life a tragedy when it should 


be a beautifully rounded out domestic drama. 


j It Is amazing to what an extent this flippant 
fattitude has permeated the younger genera- 


i ; tion." 


Flippancy is the wofrd which characterizes -It. 


\- This Is a flippant age. 
• But if you are of the opinion that the young: 


people of N&w York City are 
different from 
the 


young people' of Main street, it is time to change 
your views. 
There are more hasty and ill-advised 


marriages there because 
of 
population. 
But the 


same manifestations which caused this minister of 
the gospel, who served ell classes without regard to 
religion or wealth or social standing, to express alarm, 
are present in the smaller cities and the less-thickly 
nettled portions of the country. . Marriage is suf- 
fering because the old idea of a permanent relation- 
ship has been shuffled out of view. 
Now it is an 


experiment to be entered into at pleasure. 
If it 


proves irksome and tiresome and inconvenient, then 
th'e couple turns to the divorce court for freedom. 


Ultimately, we know, uniform, legislation on the 


subject or marriage and divorce, -will come. 
But 


It will be of little value unless accompanied by a 
campaign ot education. 
There has been enough 


evidence furnished already of the folly of laws which 
lack the support of public opinion. 


The experience of Dr. Houghton raises one inter- 


esting question. 


How many ministers of the gospel exercise the 


eame care of finding out the facts before performing 
the marriage ceremony. 
Unwarranted interference 


and impudence, you say! 
Perhaps. 
But the law 


does not require a.iy imlnister of the gospel to per- 
form u wedding ceremony which he had reason to 
believe will only 
lead to tragedy 
and 
suffering. 


Certainly if all of the ministers were as careful as 
Dr, Houghton there would be fewer unhappy and un- 
fortunate marriages. 
Fm? every ceremony which ho 


performed during his lifetime, -he refused to officiate 
at two because he had reason to 
doubt that the 


ybung people had reflected seriously enough upon the 
step wh^ch they were taking. 
, 


This problem of hasty marriage is In a measure 


in.the hands of the ministers. 
Not every unfortun- 


ate case of marriage could be prevented. 
But by 


ascertaining the facts before he. performed a cere- 
mony, the pastor could avert many mistakes un- 
thinkingly and 
thoughtlessly 
made by the young 


people. 


A REVIVAL OF LOGROLLING. 


One rather disturbing factor marred the generally 


creditable record m,ada by the- legislature... This was 
a return to the old custom oC logrolling appropria- 
tions through, which wore not Included In the gover- 
nor's budget. 


Several bills were passed taking mon/ey out of 


the state treasury to pay lor construction of bridges 
in a number of counties where the local 
officials 


went ahead without waiting for state aid out of. the 
regular $200,000 biennial fund provided for that pur- 
pose. 
Tho members from these counties' joined 


forces in boosting each other's claims, and thus suc- 
ceeded In getting the whole bunch through, where 
any one by itself might have lacked the necessary 


. support. 


The worst aspect of the matter Is not tho drain 


which it will cause on the 
statfe 
treasury In this 


particular Instance, but the precedent If has set for 
the future. 
Two years from now, it is to be ex- 


pected. 'othr counties will bring in bills for a still 
larger total and, by combining forces, endeavor to 
have them passed. 
As time goes on the burden on 


t,hc state treasury will be multiplied, and Nebraska 
..will find Itself face to face with the "pork barrel" 
system which has been in vogue for many years at 
"Washington. 
i 
Tinder these circumstance, such thing as inteyi- 


gent budget-making by the state will be impossible. 
"When specific appropriations for a biennial period 
RTC overrun and deficiencies piled up for some future 
legislature to make good, there can be no definite 
liasls for calculating necessary revenues to meet the 
obligations. 
That method of doing things will in- 


evitably result in heavier taxes, regardless of th« 
best efforts by the state officials to hold them down; 


The actual appropriations made by the legislature 


.lust adjourned were about $1,300,000 in excess of what 
Governor McMiillen recommended. 
Over one-half 


of this excess is represented by deficiencies incurred 
during the last three or1 four years—that is to say, 
by expenditures which were made without warrant 
of law. 
Next time, perhaps, the overrun may reach 


two or three millions. 
The-practice will tend to 


increase rather than diminish. 


It Is to be remembered that the legislature alon\» 


must bear the responsibility for all appropriations 
"of this kind.' 
I'nder the constitution of Nebraska, 


it requires a 
three-fifths 
vote of each 
branch to 


authorize the expenditure of nny stat» money not in- 
cluded in thf governor's budget. 
When bills have 


been pnssed with the roquisilr majority, they are not 
subject to executive veto. 
f 


Formerly the various stale Institutions got their 


appropriations for now building* and maintenanco*by 


-the 
*amo sort of logrolling, but that ha« been don«i 


away with by having'the hoard of control filejts r«- 


quest with the governor, who incorporates in i"1-' 
budget what he considers to be most needed. 
As 


a rule, the governor's suggestions prevail, and Hems 
that fall to obtain his approval are rejected. 


The same rule ought to hold good with regard 


to building state aid bridges. 
It should not be possi- 


ble for a county board, at its own sweet, will, to go 
ahead with the construction of a bridge without ask- 
ing the approval of state authorities, and afterward 
come to the legislature with a demand that the state 
pay half the cost therof. 
The taxpayers' interests 


demand that state funds be expended in an orderly 
and 
systematic 
way, not 
subject to the whim of 


county officers interested only in gat ting state money 
to help build their bridges. 


Nor should the state be expected to provide an 


unlimited amount of money to build bridges as fast 
as county boards ask for them. To do so would re- 
quire many millions of dollars every blennium. 
It 


would seem that when the state and the federal 
government together are spending over $4.000.000 a 
year to Improve a highway system which extends 
into every county, and the state is adding another 
million for highway maintenance, and $100,000 a year 
for state aid bridge construction, the counties should 
be willing either to await their regular turns on the 
bridge list or else pay for" the latter improvements 
themselves. 


CORPORATIONS AND THE PEOPLE. 


The corporation baiter is finding his once popu- 


lar task of arousing the populace by indiscriminate 
and bitter denunciation of organised capital an in- 
creasingly difficult one and indications are that the 
time will come when he will be as void of occupation 
as was Olhello when fighting stopped. The reason 
is that so many of the people have become what the 
elder Rosewater was wont to refer to as "corporation 
cormorants;" that Is, they own stock In corporations, 
so it is something of a job to convince them that 
every such institution is just naturally bad. 


About the- cleverest and wisest thing that thg 


public- service' corporationg ever did was to inaugur- 
ate the plan of selling their securities to their em- 
ployers and their customers. 
Every share of stock 


so sold made a friend for the company and interested 
some person in seeing that its earnings were fully as 
great as they'should be. 
Furthermore, this taught 


the general public to make a closer study of corpora- 
tions, with the inevitable conclusion that such com- 
binations of capIU • are an absolute necessity. 
Tho 


evil reputation which in an earlier day attended them 
was due to the men who controlled them and the 
policies which they pursued, and not to the system 
itself. 


Nothing in the history oC finance has equalled in 


importance the economic revolution, which has placed 
In great part the ownership of most of the big cor- 
porations of the country in the hands of the people. 
Stockholders in these mighty industrial 'instltitlons 
are scattered in every part of the country. 
They 


are to be found not only in the cities, but In the 
villages and on the farms. 
T-hls indicates that the

Much' of the savings 


have gone Into these corporations. 
Millions of dol- 


lars in stocks have been sold by Standard Oil of 
Indiana, American Telegraph and Telephone, United 
States Steel, New York Central, Armours, the great 
electric service companies and others. 


So the people are not such bitter opponents of 


corporations as they were a quarter of a century ago. 
In fact a great many of them show indications of be- 
ginning to like the Institution.

A Moon Eclipse Is 
Different 


BY GARRETT P. SERVISS, 


Noted Astronomer and Writer on 


Scientific Topics of Pppular 


Interest. 


"In the month of June 1924 dur- 


ing the eclipse of the moon I noticed 
a faint shadow, preceding the time 
of the eclipse, passing over the disk 
of the moon, and, at the specified 
time, the heavier shadow of the 
earth following. Later It occurred 
to me that the first shadow was 
that of our atmosphere, and if so 
this showed that the atmosphere 
must be more than 40 miles in 
depth. 
I estimated roughly 1,000 


miles for the depth. Would this be 
a good means of_ determining the 
depths of the earth's atmosphere? 
W. E. V., Chicago." 


What you saw was the partial 


shadow called the penumbra, the 
cause of the formation of which' ia 
indicated 
in 
the 
accompanying 


sketch. 
Of course you will under- 


stand that the relatives sizes and 
distances as drawn in the sketch 
are not the true ones, but that does 
not affect the explanation. 


If you saw the last eclipse of the 


sun you must have noticed that be- 
fore the real, or central, shadow of 
the moon reached the place where 
you were, there was a gradual fadr

ness was due to the penumbra sur-

lust as a similar penumbra sur- 
rounds the shadow of the earth dur-

If you had been standing on the 


moon during the lunar eclipse that 
rou mention, you would have per- 
ceived 
a 
similar 
fading 
of the 


strength of the sunlight around you 
Before the moon passed Into the 
central "core of the earth's shadow. 
This would have lasted a long time, 
deepening, just as happened on the 
earth at the eclipse inJJanuary, be- 
*ore the totality phase. 


During any eclipse, whether of 


the sun or of the niooja, totality 
(i. e., complete cutting off of "the 
sun's afreet Sight), 
begins 
and 


ends 
with the total 
obscuration 


of the sun, behind tho moon in the 
first case and behind the earth " 
the second case. 


But there is ono great difference 


between eclipses of the sun and 
eclipses of the moon. The moon Is 
so small that at its average distance 
from 
the . earth the 
point of Its 


shadow falls to reach the earth at 
all. 
Now, since there can be no 


total eclipse unless the observer is 
inside the central 
shadow, total 


eclipses, of the sun can only occur 
when the moon comes exactly be- 
tween the sun and the earth, at a 
time when it is nearer to the earth 
than its average distance. 


The length of the moon's shadow 


averages 
323,150 
miles, while its 


average distance from the earth t£ 
288,800 miles. 'A solar eclipse oc- 
curring when the moon is farther 
from the earth than the length of 
her shadow, appears as an annular 
eclipse; i. e., only the fcentral part 
of the sun Is covered^by the moon, 
and 
only 
a 
penumbral 
shadow 


weakens the daylight around the 
observer. 
And even in a total 


eclipse of the shadow reaches the 
earth. 


On the other hand, the earth is 


so large than its shadow extends to 
an average distance of about 857,000 
miles, or more than three and a 
half timea the average distance of 
the moon, and at the place where 
the moon passes through it during a 
total lunar eclipse It is more than 
5,700 miles broad, or nearly 'three 
times the""diameter of the moon. 


Consequently, while'the shadow 


in an eclipse of the sun is only a 
hundred miles or so In diameter on 
the earth's surface, the shadow of 
the earth in an eclipse of the. moon 
for hours, the total phase alone 
lasting- sometimes as much as two 
hours. 


Yet, as you must have noticed, 


the moon, does not .absolutely dis- 
appear even when in the center of 
the earth's shadow. 
Ordinarily her 


face Is faintly visible, presenting a 
dull copperlsh color. 
Now this is 


due to the earth's atmosphere, to 
which you wrongly ascribe the pe- 
numbral shade. 
The shell of air 


surrounding- the earth's globe acts 
like a partially transparent lens, 
reflecting the days of light that 
pass through it, thus bending a con- 
siderable quantity of light, especial- 
ly the long red waves, inward to- 
ward the axis of the shadow, and 
so casting them upon the shaded 
face of the moon.

of New Turk ’s most famous institutions.

In Us 
vestry 
thousands of couples have been 
Joined in wedlock . 
The late Dr. C.eorgc Clark e Houghton, for tw enty - 
five y ears its rector, was perhaps th# most fam ous 
of all "m arry ing parsons". 
More tha n 7,500 couples 
were married by Dr. Houghton in the q u a rter of a 
< entury which he served. 
B ut that was not the most 
significant 
p ha s e of his pastorate as revealed in a 
paper included in the church history recently a p p e a r­ 
ing in the K ansas City Star. 
Dr. Houghton refused to officiate in ceremonies 
which would have uhited 20.000 more couples. 
His 
reasons for turning these couples aw ay are illu m inat­ 
ing because they furnish indisputable evidence of the 
attitude tow ard the sacred institution of m arriage. 
His views have been sum m arized in one p a r a ­ 
graph : 
"Social conditions and relations, the u n ­ 
tow ard am usem ents and the rapidly growing 
freedom of the day , here and abroad, have 
had m uch influence in bringing about a 
c a s ­ 
ual attitude tow ard marriage. 
It is the Jest 
untilized by the m ak er of puns, the builder of 
jok es, the cartoonist and the comtc artist. It 
Is far more apt to provide m aterial for a 
comedy at the theatre than a tragedy . 
And 
y et, because 
y oung 
people 
are no longer 
tau ght to consider m arriage seriously , it b e ­ 
comes in real life a tragedy when it should 
he a beautifully rounded out domestic dram a. 
, It Is am azing to what an extent this flippant 
attitude has perm eated the y ounger ge ne ra ­ 
tion. ” 
Flippancy is the wotM which characterizes It. 
This Is a flippant age. 
Hut if y ou are of the opinion that the y oung 
people of Now York City are 
different from the 
y oung people' of Main street, it is time to change 
y our views. 
There are more hasty and ill-advised 
m arriages there because 
of 
population. 
B ut the 
same m anifestations which caused this m inister of 
the gospel, who served c 11 classes without regard to 
religion or wealth or social standing, to express glarm, 
are present in the sm aller cities and the less-thick ly 
settled portions of the country . 
M arriage Is suf­ 
fering because the old idea of a perm anent relation­ 
ship has been shuffled out of view. 
Now it is an 
experim ent to lie entered into at pleasure. 
If it 
proves irk some and tiresom e and inconvenient, then 
the couple turns to the divorce court for freedom. 
U ltimately , we k now, uniform legislation on the 
subject or marriage and divorce, will come. 
But 
It will be of little value unless accom panied by a 
campaign of education. 
There has been enough 
evidence furnished already of the folly of laws which 
lack the support of public opinion. 
The experience of Dr. Houghton raises one inter­ 
esting question. 
How m any m inisters of the gospel exercise the 
same care of finding out the facts before perform ing 
the m arriage ceremony . 
U nw arranted interference 
and impudence, y ou say ! 
Perhaps. 
But the law 
does not require a.« y m inister of the gospel to p e r­ 
form a wedding cerem ony which he had reason to 
believe will only 
lead to 
tragedy 
and 
suffering. 
Certa inly if all of the ministers were as careful as 
Dr. H oughton there would be fewer unhappy and u n­ 
fortunate m arriages. 
Fop every ceremony w'hlch he 
performed during his lifetime, he refused to officiate 
a t two because he 
had 
reason to 
doubt tha t the 
y oung people had reflected seriously enough upon the 
step which they were tak ing. 
This problem of hasty m arriage is In a m easure 
in the hands of the ministers. 
Not every u nfortu n­ 
ate case of m arriage could be prevented. 
B ut by 
ascertaining the facts before he performed a cere ­ 
mony , the pastor could avert m any m istak es u n­ 
think ingly and 
thoughtlessly 
made by the y oung 
people. 


quest with the governor, who incorporates in the 
budget w hat he considers to be most needed. 
As 
a rule, the governor’s suggestions prevail, and items 
that fall to obtain his approval are rejected. 
The same rule ought to hold good w ith regard 
to building state aid bridges. 
It should not be possi­ 
ble for a county board, at its own sweet will, to go 
ahead with the construction of a bridge w ithout a s k ­ 
ing the approval of state authorities, and afterw ard 
come to the legislature with a demand tha t the state 
pay half the cost therof.

To do so would re ­ 
quire many millions of dollars 
every biennium. 
It 
would seem thnt when the state and the federal 
governm ent together are spending over $ 
4,000,000 a 
y ear to improve a highway sy stem which extends 
into every county , and the state is adding another 
million for highw ay m aintenance and $100,000 a y ear 
for state aid bridge construction,“ the counties should 
be willing either to aw ait their regular tu rns on the 
bridge list or else pay for the latter im provem ents 
themselves.

One ra the r disturbing factor m arred the generally 
■editable record njade. by the legislature. This was 
return to the old custom of logrolling appropria- 
ons through, which were not included in the gover- 
sr’s budget. 
Several bills were passed tak ing moqey out of 
le state treasu ry to pay for construction of bridges 
i a num ber of counties where the local officials 
ent ahead w ithout w aiting for state aid out of the 
'gular $200,000 biennial fund provided for that pur- 
>se. 
The members from theso counties jolhed 
>rces in boosting each other's claims, and thu s suc- 
■eded in getting the whole bunch through, w here 
ly one by itself m ight have lack ed the. necessary 
tpport. 
The w orst aspect of the m atter Is not the drain 
hieh it will 
cause on the 
stat* 
treasury In this 
irticular instance, bu t the precedent it has set for 
le f u tu re . 
Two y ears from now’, it is to be e x ­ 
acted, othr counties will bring in bills for a still 
rger total and, by combining forces, endeavor to 
ive them passed. 
As time goes on the burden on 
ie state treasu ry will be multiplied, and N ebrask a 
find itself face to face with the "pork barrel” 
stem w hich has been in vogue for m any y ears at 
ashlngton. 
U nder these circumstances, such thing as intey i- 
nt budget-m ak ing by the state will be impossible, 
hen specific appropriations for a biennial period 
i overrun and deficiencies piled up for some future 
:islature to mak e good, there can be no definite 
sis for calculating necessary revenues to meet the 
ligations. 
T hat m ethod of doing things will in- 
Itably result in heavier taxes, regardless of the 
st efforts by the state officials to hold them down: 
The actual appropriations made by the legislature 
it adjourned were about $1,300,000 in excess of w hat 
vernor McMullen recommended. 
Over one-half 
this excess is represented by deficiencies incurred 
ring the last three or four y ears—that is to say , 
expenditures which were made without w arrant 
law’. 
N ext time, perhaps, the overrun may reach 
o or three millions. 
The practice will tend to 
rease ra the r than diminish. 
It is to be rem em bered that the legislature alone 
ist bear the responsibility for all appropriations 
this k ind .' 
U nder the constitution of N ebrask a, 
requtres a 
tliree-fifths 
vote of each 
branch to 
thorize the expenditure of any state money not in- 
ided in the governor’s budget. 
W hen bills have 
tn passed with the requisite majority , they are not 
bject to executive veto.

Form erly the various state Institutions got their

CO RPO RAT IO NS AND T H E PEO PLE. 
The corporation baiter is finding his once popu­ 
lar task of arousing the populace by indiscriminate 
and bitter denunciation of organized capital an in­ 
creasingly difficult one and indications are tha t the 
time will co me w hen he will be as void of occupation 
as w as Othelio when fighting stopped. 
T he reason 
is that so m any of the people have become w hat the 
elder Rosewater w as wont to refer to as ‘‘corporation 
corm orants;” that is, they own stock in corporations, 
so it is som ething of a job to convince them that 
every such institution is ju st naturally bad. 
About the cleverest and wisest thing tha t tha 
public service corporations ever did was to ina u gu i- 
ate the plan of selling their securities to their e m ­ 
ploy ers and their customers. 
E very share of stock 
so sold made a friend for the com pany and interested 
some person in seeing tha t its earnings were fully as 
great as they should be. 
Furtherm ore, this taught 
the general public to mak e a closer study of corpora­ 
tions, with the inevitable conclusion tha t such com ­ 
binations of capiti ■ ’ are an absolute necessity . 
The 
evil reputation which in an earlier day attended them 
was due to the men who controlled them and the 
policies which they pursued, and not to the sy stem 
Itself. 
Nothing in the history of finance has equalled in 
importance the economic revolution which lias p!a< od 
in great p art the ownership of most of the big cor­ 
porations of the country in the hands of the, people. 
Stock holders in these m ighty industrial instititions 
are scattered in every p art of the country . 
They 
are to he found not only in the cities, but in the 
villages and on the farms. 
This indicates that the 
United States is becoming a great co-operative com ­ 
monwealth, but not in the comm unistic ,or socialistic 
sense. 
W hen a m an or woman invests his or her savings 
in an Industrial corporation, a railroad or an electric 
service com pany he or she becomes interested in the 
prosperity of the entire country , for such Investor 
realizes tha t the greater the prosperity of others the 
greater will he that of the corporation in which the 
investm ent has been made. 
So he or she becomes 
a booster for business and an enthusiastic supporter 
of every enterprise which might, tend to prom ote the 
earning and spending power of the public. 
Since the w ar the American people have invested 
in corporation securities to an even greater extent 
than ever before. 
Their incomes have been greater 
and the m argin between these and necessary ex­ 
penses have been broader. 
Much of the savings 
have gone into these corporations. 
Millions of dol­ 
lars in 
stock s have 
been sold by 
S tandard Oil of 
Indiana, American Telegraph and Telephone, United 
States Steel, New York Central, Armours, the great 
electric service companies and others. 
So the people are not such bitter opponents of 
corporations as they were a q u arter of a century ago. 
In fact a great m any of them show indications of be­ 
ginning to lik e the Institution.

all of the universities and colleges of the copntry , 
the a rts colleges have been facing a unique situation 
resulting from the tendency tow ards specialization. 
Young men and y oung women are desirous of im ­ 
mediately starting upon the courses of study lead­ 
ing to the professions which they desire to follow. 
The engineering college, the law college, the School 
of Business Adm inistration and the various other 
branches have profited by this swing tow ards voca­ 
tional education in the higher branches. 
It has 
been at the expense of the a rts college. 
In the selection of Dean Jam es the regents of 
the U niversity of N ebrask a have secured the ty pe 
of m an needed to revitalize the a rts college.

A Moon Eclip se Is Differen t 


BY G A R R E T T P. SERVISS, 
Noted 
Astronomer and Writer on 
Scientific Topics of

"In the m onth of June 1924 d u r­ 
ing the eclipse of the moon I noticed 
a faint shadow, preceding the time 
of the eclipse, passing over the disk 
of the moon, and, at the specified 
time, the heavier shadow of the 
eartli following. 
I,ater it occurred 
to me that the first shadow was 
tha t of our atm osphere, and if so 
this showed tha t the atm osphere 
must 
be more than 40 miles in 
depth. 
I estim ated roughly 1,000 
miles for the depth. 
Would this be 
a good means of_ determining the 
depths of the earth's atm osphere? 
W. E. V., Chicago.” 
W hat y ou saw w as the partial 
shadow called the penumbra, iho 
cause of the formation of which is 
indicated 
in 
the

sk etch. 
Of course y ou will u nd e r­ 
stand that the Relative sizes and 
distances as draw n in the sk etch 
are not the true ones, but tha t does 
not affect the explanation.

This d a rk ­ 
ness was due to the penum bra s u r ­ 
rounding the shadow of the moon, 
Just as a sim ilar penum bra s u r ­ 
rounds the shadow of the earth d u r­ 
ing an eclipse of the moon. 
If y ou had beon standing on the 
moon during the lunar eclipse tha t 
y ou mention, y ou would have p e r­ 
ceived 
a 
sim ilar 
fading 
of 
the 
strength of the sunlight around y ou 
before the moon passed Into the 
central core of the earth’s shadow. 
This would have lasted a long time, 
deepening, just as happened on the 
earth at the eclipse in January , b e­ 
fore the totality phase. 


D uring any eclipse, w hether of 
Hie sun or of the moon, totality 
« i. e., complete cutting off of the 
su n’s direct .light), 
begins 
and 
ends 
with 
the 
total obscuration 
of the sun, behind the moon in the 
first case and behind the earth in 
the second case. 
But there is one great difference 
between eclipses of the sun and 
eclipses of tin» moon. 
The moon is 
so sm all that a t its average distance 
from 
the earth the point of its 
shadow fails to reach the earth a t 
all. 
Now, since there can be no 
total eclipse unless the observer is 
inside 
the central 
shadow, 
total 
eclipses, of the Run can only occur 
when the moon comes exactly be­ 
tween the sun and the earth, a t a 
tim e when it is nearer to the earth 
than its average distance. 
T he length of the moon’s shadow 
average« 
323,160 
miles, while its 
average distance from the earth Le 
238,800 miles. 
A solar eclipse oe- 
currlng when the moon is farther 
from the earth than the length of 
her shadow, app ears as an annular 
eclipse; i. e., only the |e n t r a l part 
of the sun is covered,by the moon, 
and 
only 
a 
penumbra! 
shadow 
w eak ens the day light around the 
observer. 
And 
even in 
a 
total 
eclipse of the shadow reaches the 
earth. 
On the other hand, the earth is 
so large than its shadow extends to 
an average distance of about 857,000 
miles, or more than three and a 
half times the average distance of 
the moon, and a t the place where 
the moon passes through it during a 
total lunar ecllpbe it is more than 
6,700 miles broad, or nearly three 
tim es the diam eter of the moon. 
Consequently , while the shadow 
in an eclipse of the sun is only a 
hundred miles or so In diam eter on 
the e a rth’s surface, the shadow of 
the earth in an eclipse of th? moon 
for hours, the total phase alone 
lasting sometimes as m uch as two 
hours. 
Yet, as y ou m ust have noticed, 
the moon does not absolutely dis­ 
ap p ear even when in the center of 
the e a rth’s shadow. 
Ordinarily her 
face is faintly visible, presenting a 
dull copperlsh color. 
Now this is 
due to the earth's atmosphere, to 
which y ou wrongly ascribe the pe- 
num bral shade. 
The shell of air 
surrounding the earth's globe acts 
lik e a 
partially transparent 
lens, 
reflecting the day s of light that 
pass through It, thus bending a con­ 
siderable quantity of light, especial­ 
ly the long red waves, inward to­ 
w ard the axis of the shadow, and 
so casting them upon the shaded 
face of the moon.

Webster’s 
Dictionary. 
(M entor Magazine.) 
The first 
edition 
of 
W ebster’s 
American D ictionary ” was 
in 
two 
volumes, containing 
12,000 words 
and between 30,000 and 40,000 defi­ 
nitions not in any preceding work . 
It cam e 
out 
in 
1828. 
W ebster 
thought that "the genuine English 
idiom” was as well preserved by the 
“unm ixed English of this country ” 
as by the best English writers. A c­ 
cordingly , in citing authorities, it 
was, he said, “w ith pride and s a tis ­ 
faction’ that side by side with Mil­ 
ton, Addison, Dry den, Cowper, and 
Thomson 
he 
placed 
W ashington, 
Adams, 
Jay , 
Madison, 
Marshall, 
Frank lin, Hamilton, Trum bull .and 
Irving. He also thought that A m er­ 
ica had as full a right as G reat B ri­ 
tain to coin new 
English 
words. 
Hence, he included in his list land- 
office, selectman, prairie, 
savings- 
bank , and- m any other term s that 
originated here; and in the same 
spirit he gave the new m eanings 
that har^, been 
developed here for 
such words as plantation, justice, 
m arshal 
.location, 
congress 
and 
senate . 
He made certain modifications in 
spellings intended to do away , so 
far as possible, w ith w hat he re ­ 
garded as encumbrances, irregulari­ 
ties and exceptions. These m odifica­ 
tions, after some opposition, gra d ­ 
ually made their w ay into American 
usage; but when, in the interest of 
ety mology , W ebster essay ed 
such 
alterations as that of bridegroom to 
“brldegoom' 'and that of feather to 
"fether,” 
Am erican objection was 
general. In his second edition (two 
volumes, 1840-41 ) the accepted or­ 
thographies were restored to m any 
of the words that had been altered; 
further 
restorations 
were 
su bse­ 
quently made •
